WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 — A move­ 
m ent directed at “our antiquated! 
tim e calendar” Is getting under way. 
The Liberty Tim e C alendar associa­ 
tion is behind It- 
lt is proposed th ere be thirteen 
months, fifty-two 
weeks 
and 
364 
days, w ith th e old day called New 
Y ear’s day 
to com e betw een th e 
last day of D ecem ber and January 
I. 
In leap year the odd day would 
be called I-*ap Y ear day, and would 
come betw een June 38 and July I. 
The extra m onth is to be called 
“V em ” because it takes In “vernal 
equinox” and would begin in the 
spring. 
Each m onth would consist 
of twenty-eight days. 
By the arrangem ent outlined in 
a bill introduced in the house by 
R epresentative Schall of M innesota, 
each day of the m onth would alw ays 
come on a 
certain 
day. 
E aster 
would fall on M arch 14, correspond­ 
ing with the present April 9, and 
would alw ays he the ninety-ninth 
day of the year. 
T he proponents 
declare that "this sim plification will 
dispense with need for printed calen­ 
dars, saving about $25,000,000 a year 
for this alone."

STOCKHOLM. Feb. 9 --Less than 
half of the women of Sweden en­ 
titled to vote exercised their newly 
won franchise rights a* the polU in 
the elections of 1921, the first year of 
full suffrage for women, according 
lo a report of the Swedish central 
bureau of statistics just m ade public. 
However, the official report of tho 
1921 
elections 
give the ?nffragi»t 
leaders a t least two cause* of re ­ 
joicing. 
The men did not show a m uch bet­ 
te r record than the women and the 
num ber of women voter* exceeded 
the 
male voters 
in the capital of 
Stockholm by m ore than 5000 voters. 
The official report shows th at 47 I 
per cent of the Sw edish women vot­ 
ers cast their ballot, while 61.9 per 
cent of the men voted. 
rho total 
wom en’s vote in the city of Stock­ 
holm was 76,566, while the vote cast 
by men was 71498. 
The general im pression through 
ont the country seems to be that the 
Sw edish women have not fnilv real­ 
ized the im portance and sig J irtcai*ce 
of th eir new privilege. 
It U believed 
th a t in the future they win m ake a 
b etter showing a t the polls 
The heavy wom en’s vote in Stock­ 
holm, which is to a largo extent an 
industrial city, may indicate th at the 
w orking women, especially women 
trade union m em bers, g ra -o e i the 
opportunity to register their votes. 
How ever, other women cannot be 
said to have neglected the ballot as 
a whole. 


AUSTRIA GETS BIG LOAN 
IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA

CHICAGO, Feb. 8 —A hotel that 
suggests that its guests take a hair­

The confirmed “floater" is taboo 
at this inn— its avowed purpose be­ 
ing not to supply a home for prof­ 
essional ne’er-do-wells, but to pro­ 
vide temporary, comfortable shelter 
for ex-service men who are earnest­ 
ly seeking a position. 
Army regu­ 
lations are observed only with re­ 
gard to health and sanitation. 
In 
the morning, when a guest is “call­ 
ed," he is requested by the man­ 
agement (who never was a top-ser­ 
geant) to make his own bed. He is 
then given his fill of doughnuts and 
coffee, and thus fortified goes out to 
rustle a Job. 
He cannot “fall In" 
again until 6 o’clock in the eve­ 
ning. 
The hotel m aintains in Its lobby 
an employment bureau, which reg­ 
isters all its ex-service guests and 
keeps them informed as to Indus­ 
trial conditions antf needs. 
There are accommodations for KHI 
guests, and as soon as a man finds 
satisfactory employment, he is no 
longer eligible for “room and bath", 
thus making way for a less fortnn- 
nate bnddy who Is “still looking."
